lomalo is not the healthiest of vegelablt-8, 
and, if used at all, it should be ealen wilh 
great moderation, aad should bo cooked. 
I have known many persons lo Buflsr from 
tender and bleeding gums, from "teeth sci 
on ndge," and quite » numbor from loose 
toetb, produced by eating tomatoes. I have 
known a number of cases of piles caused 
by excessive use of tomatoes. I have sev- 
eral professional friends who have observed 
tho same (acts among their patients. 
At 


the close of a lecture which I gave eighteen 
years ogo in Cincinnati, on the subject of 
human food, I criticised tomatoes much as 
I am doing now, and among a dozen per- 
sons who came upon tho pisiform, after 
the usual fashion, to be introduced to Ihe 
lecturer, seven testified to havirg suffered 
froin sore mouth, and ono from haying had 
a peculiar condiiion of the stomach, devel- 
oped when tho tomalo season first began. 
Indeed, I belitve the idea I am expressing 
is not a new one, even among the people. 
A great many persons have asked me, "Do 
tomatoes contain calomel!" They inferred, 
from the fact that tomatoes prsducod a sort 
of salivation, that they contained mercury. 


Let me .give you a caso. Many years 


ago, while practicing my profession in Cen- 
tral New York, I was passing one evening 
a largo woolen mill. _The proprietor raised 
ih'e window of his office and asked mo to 
stop. 1 rode up to bis window, and ho 
said : 


"Please step in a moment; there is a 


young lady up stairs who wishes to sec 
you." 


Well, I was not surprised at the request, 


for I was Ihon an unmarried man, so I 
hiiched my horsn and went in. The young 
lady was sent for and soon appeared, with : 


"Ob, ah, yes; excuse me a moment; I 


will return immediately." 
She came back 


iu a moment, and,holding out a paper con- 
taining about twenty teelb, said : 


"Well, Doctor, what do you Ihink of 


that?" 


"I should think Ihcrc-we're about twenty 


teeth."

"YcB,but what would you say if I should 


tell you that they all camo out of my 
month ?" 


"Well, I should say that you had lost 


most of your teeth." 


"Oh, yes ^ but what I wish to know is, 


what do you think is the cause of the loss 
of my teeth?" 


"I cannot answer that question. What 


do you think was the cause of it ?" 


Let me remark that, if lo any feature of 


wlial may bo called management, I attrib- 
ute any share of my professional success, it 
is to Ihc almost uniform praclico of asking 
my patients what they Ihiok is the matter 
wilh them ; what they think is the cause of 
tbeir malady, and even what they think 
will euro them. 
The fact is that sick peo- 


ple, thinking a great deal about their symp- 
toms, and being more interested in Iho his- 
lory and cure of their maladies than any 
dcctor can be, oftfn have clearer views of 
tho origiu, the nature and Ihe best treat- 
ment, than the wisest physician can possibly 
obtain in a brief examination. 


Well, Ibis young lady said : "I will loll 


you what I Ihink is tho cause of the loss of 
iny teelh. Last summer 1 fell sick, and the 
doctor said I must leave tbe mill and go 
into the country to rest. I went over tho 
river to visit my uncle, a farmer, aud re- 
mained with him three months. Shortly 
af'icr my arrival I learned to eat tomatoes, 
and during my stay there 1 ate them con- 
stantly. 
I was told that they were the 


healthiest things I could cat, and that I 
could not eat too many of them. I soon 
learned to like them, picked them off the 
vines in Ihe garden, and ate them as I would 
apples. Almost immediately my mouth be- 
came sore, aud my gurus bled freely upon 
the use ot the tooth-brush. Cut I was lold 
Ibis was the disease in my stomach working 
off through my mouth. No ono suspected 
the tomatoes. Wticn I came homo I brought 
wilh mo a bushel and a half, aud ate them 
as long as 1 could preserve Ihem. In Ihe 
meantime my teeth had become loose. 
At 


length they became so very loose Ibat I be- 
gan lo take them out witli my fingers, and 
1 now have but one loolh left ; and, if you 
v.-ould like lo have me take lhat out, 1 can 
doit with my fingers." 


I told her that I had often seen troth ex-

But I 
assured her, from many facts that had al- 
ready come under my observation, that I 
had no doubt of tha general correctness of 
her opinions.

my practical suggestion is this : If 


people arc fond of lomalocs, they may cat 
them in small quantities—say ouo or two 
tiaspoonfuls of cookel tomatoes at a meal, 
.is a sauce ; but I believe that It a person is 
already iu good health, tomatoes are not 
likely lo improve bis health; on tho contra- 
ry, that the lomalo is mcdicinal,and should 
never ho used in any considerable quantity 
by healthy people. 
I believe lhat finally 


they will be put in Ihc category with medi- 
cines, and prescribed when necessary by a 
medical man.

on the Tariff and Eovenue bill. They will 
not report it until tomorrow. 


The tobacco interests are hero in largo 


force, to secure modifications. 


The national bank men had another hear- 


ing today before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, in opposition to Secretary Boutwell's 
compulsory clause in the proposed Funding 
bill. There is no disposition among the 
members of tho committee to consider this 
measure at this session? owing to thu short 
time Intervening brlore adjournment. Mr 
Boutwell is very anxious that the bill should 
be passed.

English papers continue to discuss the treaty 
of Washington and the supplementary arti- 
cle thereto with umlhniniahed interest. Thl 
editorials generally are inspired by the de 
sire to prevent the failure of the arbitration 
and to save the treaty. 
An article, In t 


contrary sense, printed by the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette tonight, is remarkable for its truth- 
ful and jnst appreciation of the danger of en- 
deavoring to save it at the expense of na 
tional susceptibility. 
We extract the 
fol 


lowing: 


"The whole drift of feeling and opinion in 


England justifies saying that the woiEt 
thing to do with the treaty is to save It.— 
Saving the treaty mdans offence and hnmi 
iation to America or to England or to both 
nations. It means a renewal and not an 
abatement of the ill feeling it was intended 
to allay. How to save the treaty means 
who shall eat leek, or whether some means 
cannot be invented whereby botli parties 
shall agree to eat it in each other's presence. 


American papers appear to 
exclaim 


against the adoption of the supplementary 
article. Hero there is only one opinion,aud 
that is, that its acceptance would bo discred- 
itable and dangerous. Hoth people ',vouli' 
be pacified and content at once If the 
treaty and negotiations connected therewith 
were dropped as an irremediable blunder,for 
two governments ale alono to blame. That 
is the proper fate of the treaty, and the only 
saft: aud reasonable way of disposing of it. 


This article stales exactly the situation in 


England, and is a just expression of the 
best opinion here. 
It is certain that the 


persons, bankers, financial agents and oth- 
eis who are determined to save the treaty at 
whatever cost without regard to the nation- 
al dignity of honor, are bringing about dau- 
geroua complications; the same with those 
unwise politicians who are willing to make 
parly capital out of an international diffi- 
culty. 
Further negotiation of Lhe'trcatj 


will only continue an irritation that may 
eventually put two proud nations in an at- 
titude from which this art:clecau be the on- 
ly possible issue. The treaty should be 
dropped immediately for thesako ol nation- 
al amity good will and peace.
